This means of course that we are 
to pray continually—pray in our 
homes, in the closets, as we go by the 
way, as we work in the mills and 
stores, we are to pray everywhere. 
The first verse says, “I exhort there- 
fore, that first of all, supplications, 
prayers, intercessions, and giving of 
thanks, be made for all men.” We are 
to pray for those in authority that we 
may lead a peaceable and godly life 
in all godliness and honesty for this 
is good and acceptable in the sight 
of God our Savior who will have all 
men to be saved, and to come unto the 
knowledge of the truth. If there ever 
has been a time when Christians 
should pray and draw closer to God, 
it is now. Prayer is an important and 
essential part of true religion. It is 
the breath of the new man, the evi- 
dence of spiritual life, an exercise ap- 
pointed by God by which we approach 
His presence and obtain a supply of 
temporal end spiritual good. Neither 
man nor angels are addressed in 
prayer. God alone can hear and under- 
stand and help His creatures, Prayer 
is.an essential experience, an expres- 
sion of need, hence thirsting and hun- 
ger, pain and need and the heart long- 
ings made known to God. God’s Word 
is our foundation for prayer. Here we 
have authority to pray, exhorted to 
pray.

With earnestness 
we are to lift up holy hands, and ask 
with the spirit of pathy, with a true 
heart, with holy earnestness, with 
strong desires, in a spirit of meekness 
and charity, wichout wrath, in a spirit 
of mercy toward our enemies, and in 
a spirit of love to all mankind. 

Prayer must be presented with con- 
sisetha: We must not doubt God’s 
power, faithfulness and willingness 
to help us.

The above question might be asked 
anyone who has put on Christianity, 
and, if so, should be answered in the 
affirmative. Could a man or woman 
really be a Christian and not be in 
possession of the missionary spirit? 

Among the last words ever spoken 
by the Christ were, “Go ye therefore, 
and teach all nations. Matt. 28:19. 
And then as recorded by Mark, “Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the gos- 
pel to every creature.” Mark 16:15. 

If this commission belongs to the 
Church of God, we are confronted 
with a very serious question. This 
question is, Are we doing what the 
Lord commissioned us to do? Go ye 
into all the world. 

We are certainly living in the last 
days and the time for labor is very 
short. We were told. by the Lord in 
the day that He was upon the earth 
that the harvest was ripe, and. the 
laborers few. But remember ye these 
words,” Pray ye therefore the Lord of 
the harvest, that he will send forth 
labourers into his harvest.” Matt. 9:38. 
If the need was great at that time, 
how much greater it must be at this 
time, and how much shorter the time 
to work. 


The apostles obeyed the commission 
that Jesus gave them and spread the 
glad news far and wide. The Apostle 
Paul, even though as one born out

They carried 
their doctrine to every continent un- 
til it was only a short time until their 
following was far more in foreign 
fields than in their own country. It 
was not because they were a wealthy 
crowd for they were of the poor class, 
but they were anxious to let others 
know of a salvation from the ritual- 
ism of Rome as well as salvation from 
sin. They now maintain a large leper 
home in the suburbs of Jerusalem. 

Then to come on down to our day: 
There are a great many different or- 
ganizations today th are just as 
zealous for the cause of missions. I 
was recently talking with some Mor- 
mon elders. They were both young 
men and single. I asked them if they 
had a board behind them and their 
reply was in the negative. Well how 
do you live? I asked. Then they ex- 
plained that when they were called 
their parents or friends kept them on 
the field. I was surprised to know 
that their fathers were common work- 
ing men, but for six of nine months, 
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We are glad of the opportunity to 
write something for the Church of 
God Evangel on this twentieth anni- 
versary. There was a time when the 
Editor of the Evangel was forced to 
ask for donations on her birthday and 
at other times, but the Lord has blest 
her and we do not have to do that 
now.

Govern Your Thoughts 
In Their Making 


—B.T. 8. — 

As I spend my last year in B. T. S., 
it dawns upon me more forcibly just 
what my work is in this world and 
to what purpose I am called. 

One thing is needful today. That is, 
we should be deep thinkers with much 
prayer. To read a passage or number 
of passages without stopping to think 
or without prayer and meditation 
yields little benefit. Foolish and un- 
profitable moves are the results of 
non-thinkers. The greatest men of to- 
day or days past are given to thought. 

“For as he thinketh in his heart, 
so is he.” Prov. 23:7. “For if a man 
think himself to be something when 
he is nothing, he deceiveth himself.” 
Gal, 5:3. You say here is a conflict. 
But no, this requires a little thought. 
Prov. 23:7 doesn’t mean a man is just 
what he thinks he is. The thought is, 
we are governed by entertained 
thoughts. For illustration: If your 
thoughts are on farming, you continue 
to think. After a while you delight 
in your thoughts or air castle. You 
build in your thoughts. If this thought 
continues before long you will be try- 
ing your luck on a farm. So it is with 
a thief, robber, gambler, etc. 

Govern your thoughts in their mak- 
ing or later they will govern you. A 
small stream is easy to stop, but try 
to stop a large one.

From The Theater 
To The Pulpit 


To take a subject is very easy, but 
to be able to interest your hearers or 
readers is quite a different thing. I 
have just risen from my knees invok- 


ing the great Holy Ghost to help me, 
and, from past experience, He who has 
never failed me will not fail me now. 

I was born in a poor little log hut 
with only one door and one window. 
I knew what poverty and poor sur- 
roundings meant from babyhood, al- 
though my slave nurse, “Old Auntie,” 
said as the old adage goes that I was 
born with a gold spoon in my mouth. 
At least, I began to covet wealth and 
beautiful things very early in life. I 
would lie on my little rag pallet when 
only a baby and watch a red rag 
swing back and forth for hours and 
hours for I loved bright colors. Later 
on I loved pictures, not knowing what 
they might mean in my life. At the 
age of fourteen I had a fall from the 
second story of the house and struck 
a piece of iron which injured my life 
nerves and checked my growth. I re 
mained as a child in stature until I 
was thirty-eight years old, when I be- 
gan to grow again and fill out until I 
reached about the average height and 
weight for women. 

At the age of seventeen I was mar- 
ried to a business man who was also 
a teacher. About this time I joined a 
theatrical company along with my 
husband and had quite a success, be- 
ing styled as the “Child Actress.” I 
composed songs and set the melodies 
to suit the plays. I also got up cute 
dances to suit them and I danced to 
suit my notion, sometimes the toe 
dance on a round table. I felt as if I 
were flying and I suppose I looked 
much that way as I danced around 





and around with my long golden hair 
flying around my head forming a halo. 
My husband, who was twenty years 
my senior, was very proud of me and 
intended if possible to keep me on the 
stage as it meant money to him. He 
indulged me freely in the luxuries 
of life and I got all the fine clothes 
and jewels I wanted. But the whole 
thing was of Satan’s suggestion and I 
lost all desire to read the Bible and 
finally turned agnostic, all my spirit- 
ual influence having died. 

My father, a Baptist minister, who 
began training me for a missionary at 
the age of six and kept it up until I 
was sixteen, was horrified at the turn 
of things in my life. He and mother 
tried to undo this, but alas, too late. 
And but for a terrible sorrow that 
came into my life, I would have been 
lost even now. This sorrow and others 
kept me in the middle of the road, 
and I thank God for them. Sorrows 
are cleansers for wickedness to throw 
you under the blood of the Savior. 

In my wild “Babylon life” I had one 
true friend that had a little influence 
over me. She saw I was going to the 
devil fast so she asked me if I would 
help her in her work at “The Fallen 
Girls’ Home.” Although I had no love 
for the inmates nor any interest in 
the work, I dearly loved old people 
and she was past eighty and of a very 
sweet nature so I promised to help 
her. I went to work, at the same time 
working as an artist and writer on 
the “Democrat Daily.” I did fine work 
for three years. I was getting awfully 
tired of it and was trying to get my 
husband to take me on another the 
atrical tour to get loose from my job. 
My husband at this time was working 
at his teaching job again, organizing 
normal and teachers’ training schools 
for one of the colleges. He also retain- 
ed his position as director of a stock 
theater company and worked a while 
between times at this. 

My mother, seeing the great tempta- 
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tion to which I was about to yield and 
knowing how I loved to travel with 
the show and enjoy the luxuries of 
life this line of work afforded, also 
knew that I loved to sing as I had 
been talented as a song writer, music 
composer, and singer. She asked me 
if I would go with her to a big camp 
meeting at Beebe, Ark. The thought of 
singing at the big camp meeting 
caught my fancy. I went, mostly 
though to please Old Mother Prindle 
and Chas. N. Crittenten who was the 
founder of the many fallen girls’ home, 
(Fifty-eight in number, I believe.) 
Arriving, I found Mr. H. C. Mor- 
riso, a Holiness minister, engaged in 
a great state convention with thou- 
sands of people in attendance. Sure 
enough I wag called on to sing. I ac- 
cepted, and although, the devil put up 


an awful hard fight, I won out thru 
Christ. Thank God! 


When I saw myself as God and the 
people present saw me, although I 
was a professed Christian, I hated all 
I wore. I began to strip for the race. 
I literally tore my fine clothes into 
shreds and provided myself with some 
decent ones. It was here that I really 
found God. And, lo and behold, I 
missed my one hundred dollar hat 
which I had treasured so highly. In 
the jammed up crowd I discovered 
it lying on the floor with a Baptist 
preacher standing unmindfully in the 
middle of it. That settled the hat ques- 
tion with me from that day to this. 
Ever since then I have worn the 
white veil about my head for a cover- 
ing. 

Some years later God gave me the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost according 
to Acts 2:4, being the gift of power 
upon the sanctified life. “Ye shall re- 
ceive power, after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you.” Acts 1:8. 
The best part of it all, my father’s 
missionary training was not labor in 
vain, for God let me make a mission- 
ary journey to Hawaii and the South 
Sea Islands where He greatly blessed 
my ministry for two years, in saving 
and healing many of the natives. In 
spite of the fact that I was sixty-eight 
years of age, I went. I am in my 
seventies now. You would think I was 
still a public dancer the way I go 
dancing up and down the house to 
these wonderful church hymns, often 
ending up in shouts and praises and 
sometimes with other tongues and 
interpretations. So delighted and en- 
raptured 1 get in Him, filled with His 
great joy, 

God has blessed me in my work as 
an artist, song writer, and music 
composer. Since I am using my talent 
for Him, He has given me many won- 
derful songs with the music, and pic- 
tures to paint, often in dreams and 
in visions. I praise Him for this. 

I have been standing alone with the 
Lord in my Christian work until in 
December, 1929, when I united with 
the Church of God with business 
headquarters at Cleveland, Tenn., 
thru the ministry of Brother J. H.In- 
gram, at Baldwin Park, Calif. I feel 
that I am in God’s will although it 
may mean more suffering and perse- 
eution but that’s all right. Just so we 
are going on in Jesus’ name, 

Now in closing, let me mention my 
work of the Lord carried on thru 
correspondence. Most of my associates 
know me as Ruth the Gleaner. They 
are known as the Gleaners. Some of 
them live as far away as Alaska, Eng- 
land, and Australia, and throughout 
the homeland. We can reach many 
thru the mails which we may never 
see face to face, but eternity holds its 
reward. 


I would like to hear from the 
Church of God folks or others interest- 
ed in my work, only please enclose 
stamps for a reply as our stamp bill 
is a big item with us. Also I will be 


to anyone interested. I trust that I 
may hear from many of you and have 
the privilege of meeting you at the 
coming Twenty-fifth Annual Assem-

(including the little band here) sure- 
ly enjoyed the services. You will never 
know how to appreciate the services 
of a few co-workers until you have to 
be stationed out in some remote cor- 
ner hundreds of miles from any 
church of like faith, not able to at- 
tend others services for several 
months. We covet the prayers of the 
Evangel readers, that God will move 
upon hearts and open up new places of 
labor for Him in this great field and 
that some way the means be supplied 
to finance such places. We have been 
so anxious to get a tent which seem- 
ingly is our only hope here for build- 
ings are too expensive, especially if 
one is furnished for such work, and if 
not it has to be, which incurs quite 
a bit of expense, buying chairs, pianos, 
installing lights, gas, etc. You might 
say all this is easily done, but if you 
will just try it with the limited means 
of a Church of God preacher (or some 
I know), without one, many times, to 
say I’ll stand by and help you, and 
already from three to six different 
Pentecostal works going on in each 
village, hamlet and city, that refuse to 
worship with each other, you will then 
decide differently and believe it a 
problem of serious consideration. One 
just can’t imagine conditions here. 
They will have to see and learn by ac- 
tual experience. 

We expect by God’s help and grace 
to make other efforts. We hope and 
pray that some way God will work. 
We have tried to work to help, and get 
able to do more but conditions are 
such that if you work you can’t make 
ago for it takes all one can make to 
keep even so your labor is in vain. 
Work of any kind is a premium here. 
At present the report is that over one 
hundred thousand are without employ- 
ment in Los Angeles alone. Then many 
working for a meager sum scarcely 
keep soul and body together and con- 
ditions likely to get worse as ninety 
per cent of the population of Califor- 
nia are foreigners and in such a gen- 
eral mixture no one can expect much 
better conditions. But they all need 
salvation and the only way to reach 
many of them is to carry the message 
to them. While you can get in touch 
with hundreds with a tent, they will 
not attend other places of worship 
unless it be some very popular place 
and only the rich can attend such 
places. 

Brother Ingram has opened a mis- 
sion in Long Beach and is having a 
struggle. Men like him on the field, 
who have stepped out to suffer for the 
cause if needs be, should not be handi- 
capped but should be supported by the 
prayers of the Church at large, and 
finance as well. Pray for us and the 
cause of God in the great Southwest. 
Books, pamphlets, tracts, etc. could 
be used to a great advantage here, 
especially the right kind. Tents can be 
bought very reasonable and on terms.
